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A Statement by J. S. Dorrance, Director of Development to the Editor 
of "The Gazette"™:- 


"To the Editor, 


A statement in a news item in Saturday's "Gazette" entitled - "Chaplain's 
dismissal splits Loyola" reported to have been made by me is wholly 
4naccurate and in no way reflects my attitude towards the matter. The 
situation at the College is, in fact, quite the opposite of the impression 
conveyed by the statement. 


I have not seen the petition circulated by the students requesting a 
review of Father Konlup's case nor have I direct knowledge of discussions 
which have taken place. However, I do know that all possible care is 
being exercised to ensure that a climate of good sense and good will 
exists in dealing with the matter. 


In these circumstances, therefore, the impression left by the statement 
attributed to me can only have the effect of encouraging a repetition of 

the mess that so many of us lived through last year and I wish categorically 
to dissociate myself from it. 


It should also be made quite clear as well that my involvement in the 
project mentioned in the news story was limited to assisting in its 
funding aspect which, as Director of Development at Loyola, is one of my 
responsibilities. The organization, operation and discussions relating 
to the program itself are the responsibilities of the members of the 
Student Service Division of the College who initiated and developed 

the concept."
